Such a city is Taipei, Taiwan; Chinese 
all the way. My first visit there, | thought 
conditions at that time were an exception. 

‘The second time, | was a little more 
impressed. When ! made my third trip: 
about 3-weeks ago, !| had to admit | was 
thoroughly convinced that safety and 
cleanliness as a civic virtue was a way of 
life with these Chinese. 

Here is a growing, bustling city of over 
two-million-people. The mayor tells you 
he runs the city and, after looking around, 
you have to believe him. Women as well 
as others can walk the streets day or night 
without fear of molestation. 

As we rode over hundreds of miles of 
their streets, you see no trash orlitter Yet, 
these are streets that are packed with traf- 
fic day and night. It was so unusual, we 
made a point of being super snoopers. 

The Chinese are a disciplined people. 
The people of Taiwan are most indus- 
trious. And, this is true of the whole 
island. Their economy is booming. They 
have less than two per cent unemploy- 
ment. This is their answer to crime. They 
have learned the meaning of that old 
cliche ‘‘idle hands are the deyil’s’ 
workshop.” : :

From what | could learn, unions in| 
countries like Taiwan, don't stiffle pro- 
duction with bed feathering tactics like 
they do in America. Therefore, the pro- 
ductivity of workers is higher. 

There were two things that impressed 
me about the Taiwanese people (1.) The 
country has literally hundreds of thou- 
sands of small businesses of all kinds- 
mamma-poppa stores. This gives more 
people a bigger stake in the economy of 
the country and more respect for 
government. This provides more 
employment outlets for elderly people as

Curing Inflation -- Who Pays? 


Recently there have been calls from the 
most unlikely sources for imposing a wage- 
price freeze or mandatory controls on the: 
economy. 

Public opinion polls have consistently 
shown a majority of Americans favor controls, 
and some liberal politicians have been talking 
about the need for controls for some time. 

But the new calls for controls arecoming 
from some of the most respected conservative 
bankers, businessmen and economists. Their 
conversion is based on the perception that 
inflation has broken into the runaway stage; 
and on the feeling that some sort of shock- 
treatmentis needed to halt the relentless esca- 
lation of wages-and prices. 

gustabout everyone agrees controls won't 
do the job alone. They are a temporary stop- 
yap thapwould-ciicsihe netionte pet its eco- 
nomic house in order. Behind the protective 
barrier of temporary controls, steps would be 


_ltaken to exercise monetary restraint, increase 


productivity, and reduce the dependence on 
imported oil. 

Everyone has a pet theory of how inflation’s 
back can be broken, but most often the 
recommendations point the finger at someone 
else who'll pay the price. Once you get away 
{rom the broad rhetoric about the dangers of 


inflation and into specific steps that should be 
taken, you enter the realm of politics, not 
economics 

And this is where power enters into the 
equation. When we examine the inflation 
remedies offered by those with power, it beg- 
ins to look like the powerless--the poor and 
minorities--pay the price

Bill Passed To 
Up Deposits In 
Minority Banks 


Deposits in black banks 
in Ohio would be substan- 
tially increased under a bill 
approved Thursday by the 
Ohio House of Representa- 
tives. 

The proposal, intro- 
duced by Rep. C.J. McLin, 
(D-Dayton), was tacked 
onto a bill designed to 
establish strict regulations 


for disposal of hazardous ~ 


waste. 

S.B. 264, passed by the 
Ohio Senate 32 to 0 last 
October, would require all 
transporters of hazardous 
waste to register with the 
state and be responsible 
for any chemical spills. 
Firms that dispose hazard- 
ous material at dumps 
would pay a fee based on 
the amount of waste being 
dumped. | 

The money raised by the 
state would go into a fund 
to pay for enforcement of 
the new regulations and to 
provide monies to pay for 
any cleaning up required if 
the dumps later become 
abandoned. 

Under McLin's amend- 


ment, $30 million of the 
funds will be deposited in 
minority - operated banks. 
The amendment, eased in 
during the lengthy and 
sometimes heated debate, 
was approved before the 
House voted 88 to 1 to pass 
the bill, 

The Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), 
would be in-charge of over- 
seeing the operation of 
dumps that accept hazard- 
ous waste. It would also 
establish to fund to pay for 
cleaning up abandoned 
dumps. The EPA director 
would be authorized to 
take action toclose adump 
if it is determined its con- 
tinued operation would 
endanger public health. 

The bill was. returned to 
the Senate for concurrence 
of Houseamendments. 
McLin is keeping his fin- 
gers crossed in hope of the 
Senate approving the bill 
without removing his 
amendment. But as he said, 
“you never know what they 
will do on that side of the 
Legisiature.”
